The improvement in cotton started a month ago, iust after 


Congress passed a law authorizing the War Finance Corpora- 
tion to lend one billion dollars to assist the movement of the 
crops. Not much of this money has been used, however, and it 
should be pointed out that the improvement in cotton is based 
primarily upon natural economic forces. 
The crop is only 


7,000,000 bales as compared with 13,000,000 bales last year 
Equally important i.s the fact that the main sources of demand 
lor cotton goods show an increasing purchasing power 


The improvement in the iron and steel industry is also pro- 


ceeding along natural hnes. 
The recent curtailment ot pro- 


duction has prevented an excessive accumulation of ware- 
house supplies.^ On the demand side the favorable factors are 
the financial improvement of the railways and the rise in the 
bond market. 


The railways usually consume one-third of all the steel
